Teachers in England are not yet paid enough to be 
dunked in water, covered in pie or made sick running round a baseball bat-but when in 
Rome!! | was even getting used to being stopped in the hallway and asked to speak so that 
all in earshot could fall about laughing. 

There is, | am sure, such a thing as corporate student intelligence. | am amazed to find 
exactly the same excuses for being absent, late of doing poor work, as at home. Also, 
despite the “boring” tasks | set, student are able to overcome this disability and produce 
some really excellent results. 

Having travelled so far it is really comforting to find I’ve landed in such a pleasant place. 
The administration, support, custodial staff, and the students have gone out of their way to 
make me feel welcome. | have greatly enjoyed and benefited from my experience at Ross 
Shep and have many pleasant memories to look back on. | hope the art teacher with the 

funny accent will not be “out of sight, out of 
mind” too soon.

Here in England art is compulsory for three years - we could all learn from 
the British system. How would your day be different? First of all you wouldn't 
be allowed in the school until the buzzer rang. Then you’d take your coat to the 
cloak room-private lockers do not exist here. You would have to wear school 
colours-you’d be sent home if your sweater had patterns, if you wore dangling 
earrings-jewellery is confiscated. Classes are 35 minutes long and at mid- 
morning, you’d be sent out of school regardless of weather, and you'd be 
locked out at lunchtime, too. There is no student bulletin and no P.A. system, 
so you'd have a grade assembly once a week to learn what's going on. In each 
classroom the clocks do not 
work properly and there are no 
pencil sharpeners. So an ex- 
change on any level is quite 
interesting-very educational. 

Regardless of facilities 
young people everywhere are 
alike in many ways. Students 
here are very “into” Save the 
Children and give up their time 
to raise money for the cause. | 
think | was very fortunate in my 
exchange situation and | think 
each of you (students and staff) 
should look into what’s 
available to you in the world of 
exchanges. 

Although there were some 
disadvantages to teaching in 
England, they were outweighed 
by simply being in London fora 
whole year. It was a terrific 
experience. Above all, the 
single most enjoyable thing for 
me was being called “SIR” by 
all my students.
